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Water & Sewer Dept. 
under scrutiny again

Wilmington Selectmen Monday 
voted in executive session to 
withhold from the public 
information pertaining to the 
investigation by Wilmington Police 
into water and sewer department 
wrongdoings, .according to 
Assistant Town Manager Jeff Hull. 
Chairman Michael McCoy and 
Selectman Diane Allan confirmed 
the board's negative vote, thought 
neither would give specifics as to 
how the vote went. 

Selectmen made the decision 
without the benefit of input from 
Town Manager Michael Caira, who 
has been ill, and Town Counsel 
Alan Altman, out-of-town on 
vacation, 

Last month, Altman confirmed to 
the Town Crier that he was 
“reviewing, the mattcr" and that a 
decision regarding the investigation 
would "be made in the very near 
future." 


At that time, McCoy indicated 
that "there were criminal 
wrongdoings" and that the 
information should be made public. 

Now it appears the decision to go 
public with the investigation is in 
the hands of selectmen, who will 
likely meet in executive session 
following their next scheduled 
meeting, Jan. 23. 

"We're going to have another 
executive session to discuss the 
water and sewer investigation,” 
McCoy said Tuesday. 

Allan conferred that the decision 
to make the matter public 
information is forthcoming. 

"There has to be another 
[executive session] to make that 
determination,” she said, ‘stating 
that "a few other things have to be 
tied up. 

"Unlike the chairman, I won't 
violate the executive session 
order," Allan stated, in regards to 
comments McCoy made to the

West Street bridge repairs underway

Residents who make frequent trips 
along West Street to Reading may 
be inconvenienced. for the next 
eight-and-a-half months by one-way 
traffic over the bridge spanning 
1-93 there. 

Construction by the Mass. 
Highway Dept. has begun to replace 
the existing West Street bridge with 
a new structure and should last until 
Sept. 30, according to Ralph 
LaCambria, Wilmington's Mass. 
Highway Resident Engineer. 

"It reached its peak and it needed 


Sarah Rueter says she is " 
challenged" in assuming the 


work, so they remedied it by 
reconstructing it," LaCambria said 
Tuesday. 

Temporary traffic lights have 
been set up by Mass. Highway on 
both sides of the bridge for the 
duration of the construction. 
Currently, the westbound lane - 
toward Reading - is being rebuilt, 

, While the eastbound side of the 
bridge maintains intermittent traffic 
flow. 

Reconstruction of each side of the 
bridge should take approximately 
four months, LaCambria said. 
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Town Crier in December and to 
the Lowell Sun Monday.

+ Violation of open bidding laws. 

+ The use of public resources for 
private jobs. 

Caira overhauled the department 
beginning in 1991, when he 
became town manager. In lieu of 
this administrative handling of the 
situation,. the state's attorney 
general's office did not prosecute 
allegations against the department.

Fast start for fast food 
Burger King set to open in one month

Wilmington’s first ever fast-food 
burger chain could be open for 
business as early as Feb. 15, if the 
weather cooperates. The main 
structure is already in place for a 
Burger King restaurant at 280 
Lowell St., where Route 129 
intersects with Woburn Street. 

"We're shooting for somewhere 
around the third week of February, 
but that's still an optimistic 
projection,” said 23-year 
Wilmington resident Bill Frey, 
whose Ajax, Inc. will own the 
franchise. 

In September of last year, local 
businessman* John Forrest, who 
owns the Mobil service station on 
Lowell Street, gained unanimous 
Wilmington Planning Board 
approval of site plans for the 
Burger King now under 


construction. Forrest, who owns 
the land, will lease it to Ajax. 
Monday, Frey obtained the final 
piece to the governmental puzzle, 
as selectmen voted unanimously to 
grant Ajax a common vi. ‘ualer's 
licence for the coming 
establishment. Ajax representative 
Michelle Linsley made the short 
presentation before the board. 
"I welcome the business to the 
community,” Selectman Diane 
Allan said following the meeting. 
"I think it's helpful and I think it's 
healthy ... I hope they do well." 
Linsley said the Burger King will 
work closely with Wilmington 
High School to fill some of the 
50-100 jobs (depending on the time 
of year and the rate of business the 
restaurant does) that Frey said in 
September would be created.

New library director appointed

Through correspondence to the 
board of selectmen, Town Manager 
Michael Caira announced Monday 
that acting library ditector Sarah 
Rueter has been appointed to the 
position on a permanent basis. 

"I am delighted that Mrs. Rueter 
has accepted my offer to extend 
her stay as Library Director,” 
Caira states in the letter. Caira 
appointed Rueter, then children 
services librarian, to assume the 
directorship in September of last 
year, aftet Director Philip Meriam 
was suspended for work-related 
reasons. 

"Since her appointment in 
September of 1994, Mrs. Rueter 
has reorganized library operations 
through her commitment to 
excellence and her sense of 
professionalism,” Caira's letter 
reads. “Mrs. Rueter has brought a 
Stabilizing influence to the 
operation of the library while 
improving its image and its level of 
service.” 

The town now secks a new 
children's . services librarian; 
though Rueter continues to serve in 
that capacity, she has embraced her 
position as director. 

"I'm very pleased and stimulated 
and challenged," Rueter said 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Rueter, who came to the library 
as children's services librarian in 
November of 1971, said she will 
use the long-range planning 
committee recently appointed by 
the board of library trustees. 

The committee includes Rueter, 
Technical Services Librarian 
Christina Stewart (who directs the 
committee), Board of Trustees 
Vice-Chairperson Martha 
Stevenson, and residents Steve Leet

committee) and Lester White and 
will study the present services of 

s the library through surveys in 
order to make recommendations 
for the future. 

"It's a marvelous tool to decide 
which direction the library should 
be going in,” Rueter said of the 
long-term plan the committee will 
compile. “Instead of experience 
and intuition, it's a bit more 
scientific." 

But the biggest advantage to 
forming the committee and the 
plan could be access to state and 
federal grants, including 
construction grants that a 
long-term committee is a 
prerequisite for. 

"We're very anxious to be in a 
position to be able to apply for 
some of those grants," Rueter said. 

For now, Rueter and the 
committee have zeroed in on at 
least one primary need for the 
library. 

"One of the major things we 
know there is a need for ... is to 
begin a quality video collection,” 
she said. "That's one thing that we 
have been lacking. 

One thing the library is not 
lacking is a full-time, dedicated 
director. 
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meeting, Frey reaffirmed his 
company's intentions of creating an 
active association with the 
Wilmington Recreation 
Department, similar to the one he 
forged between the Burlington 
Burger King he maintains an 
interest in and the recreation 
department there. 

“I think we'll be a positive 
influence in the town because we're 
a very community-oriented 
organization,” Frey said. 

Frey said he has not yet 
determined the Wilmington Burger. 
King's hours of operation, but in 
September <indicated that the 
drive-thru could remain open as 


late as 2 a.m. on weekends, 23 with 
the Burger King on Route 38 in 
Tewksbury, which Frey also owns 
an interest in, 3 

The final determination in how 
late the restaurant remains open 
could come from — the 
commonwealth. Frey said he is 
now waiting for approval of a 
"food" sign to be erected on 
Interstate 93 by the state. 

Frey, who lives on Middlesex 
Avenue, operates Burger King 
franchises in Danvers and East 
Boston through Ajax, Inc. while 
owning interests ‘(through two 
additional corporations) in 10 
others, including the Burlington 
and Tewksbury establishments. 


Historical Commission 
wants to save the West

The Wilmington Historical 
Commission is on a mission: to 
save the old West Schoolhouse. 
The one-room wooden school, 
built in 1875, is one of the three 

hool houses remaining from the 
town’? days of a five-school district 
- north, south, east, west and 
center, It stands in the best 
historical shape of the three (the 
others are north and center), but it 
is in disrepair. Simply put, the 
place is old and needs a new roof. 

"The importance is that we hold 
on to this property,” commission 
chairperson Carolyn Harris -said. 
"There's so much of Wilmington's 
history in it." 

What the commission needs to 
keep the building up is about 
$6,000. What they are looking for 
is a tenant. 

"It would be a lot easier to get 
federal monies or donations if you 
have a tenant in there," commission 
member Jim Murray said. “No 
‘one is going to throw money into a 
vacant building.” 

But there is hope, namely in the 
form of Jimmy Carter's Habitat for 
Humanity organization, which is 
looking into'using the aged facility 
for supply storage. 

"We feel if we get them in there 
we might be. able to get some 
federal monies or donations to fix 
the roof,” Murray said. 

Harris said the commission will 


prepare applications for the 
preservation grants available 
through the Mass. Historical 
Commission. Those come as 50 
percent matching grants, with the 
town responsible for the other half. 

The commission rejected for 
a Mass. Preservation Project Fund 
grant last year, Harris indicated if 
the town received a grant this time 
around, the other half would 
probably be requested through a 
warrant article at Annual Town 
Meeting. 

The West School, which gained a 
spot on the National Register of 
Historic Places in 1990, served all 
grades in Wilmington's west school 
district for 44 years, until 1919, 
when it was relegated to grades one 
through four. By 1938 the school 
had 38 students, serving grades one 
and two through the 1940's. 

In the 50's, the school was used as 
one of the first State Police 
barracks in the area. More 
recently, the building has been used 
as the audio/video department of 
Wilmington High School and then 
as a storage area for the town. 

The historical commission is now 
actively secking a tenant for the 
historic—old West School. 
Interested parties can contact 
Harris the town at 658-3311.

Rep. Miceli moves to 
stop “Slapp” suits 


The Massachusetts House of 
Representatives overrode the 
Governor's veto on legislation 
which limits the strategic use of law 
suits to suppress some forms of free 
speech, Rep. James R. Miceli 
(D-Tewksbury/Wilmington) said 
the so-called "SLAPP suits" are 
often used to prevent parties from 
raising concerns through meetings 
and petition initiatives. 

SLAPP suits are initiated to keep 
public debate at a minimum on 
certain issues or to punish citizens 
who have become involved in such 
issues by using the financial and 
emotional burdens of litigation. 
Most SLAPP suits are eventually 
dismissed, but last an average of 
three years and often succeed in 
silencing community groups. 


Miceli explained that the 
legislation would move such actions 
quickly through the courts, and 
would allow the courts to have 
SLAPP suit initiators pay for the 
defendant's attorney fees as well as 
punitive ‘and compensatory 
damages. Miceli also added, "Our 
courts are part of a proud judicial 
system which should be reserved 
for legitimate grievances not used as 
an intimidation method." 

Emphasizing the protection of 
civil liberties, Miceli concluded, 
"Since the beginning of this 
country, we have not only allowed, 
but encouraged free speech and the 
right of free petition. I feel the 
Legislature has taken a huge step 
toward protecting these rights as 
well as reducing the burdensome 
number of lawsuits in our courts." 


House Bill 4606 will help clean up 
hazardous waste sites 


Representative James R. Miceli 
» (D-Wilmington) has announced that 
= Governor Weld has signed House 

Bill 4606 into law. This legislation 
will allow a municipality to proceed 

* with a tax taking or foreclosure on 
*. property which contains hazardous 
* materials. 

:- During 1993, more than a dozen 

‘ bills were filed by various 

Legislators to give cities and towns 

; the ability to foreclose on 

. delinquent taxpayers without 
assuming the cleanup costs as 
described in the Mass. Oil and 

: Hazardous "Material Release 
« Prevention and Response Act (MGL 
; Ch. 21), 

Rep. Miceli has worked closely 
with Rep. Marsha Platt (D-Grafton) 
and Sen. Robert Durand 
(D-Marlboro) to refile the bill and 
move it through the legislative 
Process, The bill was enacted on 
December 19, 1994 and was signed 

* by the'Governor on December 29 to 

; gs Chapter 252 of the Acts of 


"This law does not avoid a Chapter 
21E cleanup," Rep. Miceli 
commented, "it merely provides a 
process for alternative processing 
for the property.” Miccli explained 
that towns are hesitant to move 
toward a tax taking and subsequent 
foreclosure on property with an 
identified hazardous site because the 
clean up costs are usually more than 
the taxes owed. Property owners 
therefore avoid cleanup and tax 
payments. 

In many cases, these hazardous 
sites are near bodies of water where 
the hazardous materials have the 
potential to threaten streams, rivers, 
and municipal water supplies. 

Rep. Miceli concluded by praising 
the Legislature for providing 
municipalities with the appropriate 
tools to take those properties with 
delinquent taxes and work to find a 
clean up solution. Miceli also added, 
"the potential cleanup and reuse of 
these sites should benefit the towns, 
the environment, and the people of 
the Commonwealth.

Letter to the editor 


Dear Larz: 

Nineteen ninety-five has arrived 
and the Town of Wilmington is on 
the threshold of a major crisis -the 
Quality of Education we offer our 
children, our future. 

You may be tired of hearing about 
the overcrowding problem if you 
don't have children in the school 
system. If you do have children 
attending public school then you're 
either tearing out your hair in 
frustration or turning a deaf ear in 
apathy. 

This is a wonderful town to live in 
- activities abound for the kids. The 
Fourth of July celebration, the tree 
lighting ceremony, the Lions Club 
Christmas video and the Memorial 
Day Parade are all small town joys. 
I feel that my family is safe and we 
live in a neighborhood with people 
who care about each other. 

But sadly, on the other hand, my 
cight year old is facing class sizes of 
34 to one, will be having gym in his 
classroom and music class in a small 
boys’ locker room in the basement. 
He will be gulping down his lunch in 
a cafeteria that docs not have 
enough seats for the 235 other 
children who must be finished in a 
30 minute lunch period. He may not 
be getting art instruction. He'll be 
providing his own paper towels, 
kleenex and_handsoap. The few 
‘frills he'll receive, field tips and 
assemblies,will be paid for by the 
Parents Advisory Council. 

My five year old will be attending 
his first classroom in a divided 
gymnasium, The partition is 
broken; the ventilation system 
allows you to swelter or freeze; 
there's no sink to wash his hands and 
the acoustical system is, well, like 
being in a gymnasium; and I will 
have to tell him that this is the best 
we can offer! 

As for my two year old, I can only 
wonder and worry. Take a hard 
look at the Shawsheen Elementary 
School the next time you drive by. 
Does it look like it can safely house 
800 children because that is how 
many will be there next year. 

My hat's off to the teachers; my 
second grader is receiving an 
adequate education in his class of 
26. But I know that the limit has 
been reached. If his class size goes 
up to 34, that means a 30 percent 
increase in workload. How many of 
us-could accept that in our jobs and 
still function effectively? 

So where will the money come 
from to alleviate this problem? I 
wish I could get a straightforward 
answer. I do know that the town has 
retirement "rebate" money 
($260,000), money from the sale of 
town owned land ($160,000) and 
the sum of recycling money tucked 
in an account that's $420,000 plus 
that the town wasn't expecting al last 
year's town meeting. 

Does the school system have the 
money? Since their budget has not 
been rigidly scrutinized in the past, 
it's hard to know what's fat and 
what's lean, I have a feeling that 
since the last Fincom meeting in 
September, the school budget will 
be more carefully reviewed. I must 
add that as much as I feel the 
superintendent is doing an 
outstanding, professional goal 
oriented job, a $5,000 raise in these 
economic times was hard to 
swallow. I also think that it was ill 
advised on the eve of a new 
teacher's contract. 

So where does that leave us as 
parents? The answer is simple - 
we've got to unite and become 
involved. That involvement may be 
as little as actually learning how the 
overcrowding will impact your 
child or include attending the 
meetings at which the decisions will 
be made. The solution is going to be 
difficult because it probably means 
more money in taxes, one way or 
the other, but what choice is there? 

As we embark on the new year, I 
implore the board of selectmen, the 
fincom and the school committee to 
work as a whole, not as politically 
motivated entities. Make us believe 
that government can work to serve 
all of its citizens, especially the little 
ones who can't vote!

Chimney fire 


by Jeff Nazzaro 

If it suddenly santa like a 
locomotive is charging through 
your house, and you don't live near 
railroad tracks, there probably isn't 
a runaway train barreling through 
the living room. What it could very 
well be, however, is a chimney fire, 
one of the biggest household) fire 
hazards to be found during the 
home heating season. 

If a chimney sounds like a good 
place for a fire - most homeowners 
try to send all their in-home blazes 
in that direction - it really isn't. 
Fire should stay in the fire place, 
while only smoke should make its 
way up Santa's route. 

But a problem arises even with 
just smoke. If chimneys are not 
cleaned or maintained with some 
regularity, excesses of creosote, a 
by-product of the combustion 
process, can coat a chimney, 
according to Wilmington Fire Chief 
Daniel Stewart. Creosote is a rigid, 
lightweight, combustible material, 
Stewart said. 

During the wintertime, when 
homeowners tend to use heating 
appliances at higher temperatures, 
such combustion c&n ignite the 
creosote encrusting the chimney. 
These fires are common, but in 
most cases, easily extinguished. 

In most cases, a simple procedure 
is used, Stewart said. Firefighters 
place a ladder at the top of the 
chimney (if a wood burning stove is 
in use, that appliance is closed 
down) and drop potassium 


is here 


bicarbonate, an extinguishing agent, 
through the opening. This takes 
care of most of the flame, while 
convective air currents force the 
remaining chemical back up the 
chimney, usually dousing any left 
over fire. 

However, if this is not successful, 
itis necessary for firefighters to use 
water, which can present a problem. 
If normal hoses are used, Stewart 
said, superheated air in the 
chimney's flue space can expand the 
water, The resulting pressure can 
crack chimneys. To remedy this 
dilemma, a special nozzle emitting a 
very fine mist is employed. This 
usually ends any danger. 

But if a chimney is not equipped 
with a liner or is not properly 
maintained, fire can escape into wall 
spaces or an attic and spread 
throughout a house. 

Stewart said the Wilmington Fire 
Department responded to four 
active chimney fires last year - 
including three in the month of 
December - while receiving many 
more calls for less serious incidents. 

"We definitely recommend that 
people have their chimneys checked 
before each heating scason begins," 
Stewart said, while stressing the 
oft-mentigned importance of having 
working smoke detectors on-hand. 

Other problems (beyond creosote) 
that can lead to chimney ‘fires 
include mechanical difficulties, 
damage from high winds, settling 

foundations, and the nests of birds 
and other small animals. 


In Case Of A Chimney Fire! 


FIRST, coll the FIRE DEPARTMENT, and while waiting, you can help control 


the fire by doing the following 


1. Close the stove draft louvers and close the damper 


on the stove pipe. 


2. Throw a liberal amount of coarse salt into the fire

3. Get everyone safely outside and wait for your 


firefighters to arrive!

Trudging to Hudson Bay 


by Bill Conlon 

Whenever I visualize a cabin in 

the north woods, the image always 
_ includes a set of snowshoes hanging 
on the wall. 

Trudging through snow is hard 
work, in case you didn't know, The 
act of lifting each heavy, booted 
foot owt°of the slush, swinging it 
forward? then crunching down into 
the white stuff as you get ready to 
lift the other heavy boot, is genuine 
exercise. Walking in snow is a pain, 
and the deeper the snow, the harder 
it is to cross on foot. Even a short 
stroll through hip-deep snow is the 
stuff of heart attacks, 

But there are better ways. 

Snowshoes make walking on the 
snow easier, but not much. Don't 
for a second think a pair of snow- 
shoes will let you skip lightly across 
the tundra, No. 

Instead, snowshoes save effort by 
reducing the amount of energy that 
you would otherwise waste from 
sinking into the snow, It's still hard 
work walking in shoes, but your 
energy savings will add up, most 
particularly if you have a long way 
(o trudge, say .. up to Hudson's Bay 
with a big load of beaver pelts. 

Of course, a snowmobile saves all 
your energy, but we're not talking 
about that here. Some other day. 


‘Shoes are heavy, and heavier 
still when wet. Traditional snow- 
shoes are made with a wood frame, 
and strung with catgut or a similar 
biological webbing. There are now 
modern ‘shoes, made of plastic, and 
the weight savings are huge. (Of 
course, you're wearing heavy boots 
with the 'shoes, too!) 

Snowshoes come in a variety of 
shapes, such as the "Pickerel" and 
“Bearpaw” and an assortment of 
styles named after the region where 
they originated, For the sake of our 
discussion, let's stick to "Pickerel" 
‘shoes, since they're perhaps the 
easiest for rookies to learn to use. 

Like the fish, Pickerels are long, 
skinny 'shoes, turned up at the toe, 
with a boot mount a bit forward of 
center. The upturned toe allows the 
‘shoe to skim over the snow instead 
of digging in, like most snowshoes. 
Snowshoes do not clamp onto your 
whole foot, but instead only the toe 
of the boot-is held in-place, while 
the heel swings out. Picture it: Lift 
your foot normally and the toe will 
dig in as you lift your heel. Not 
good. The hinged mount Icts the 
toe of the snowshoe stay out of the 
white stuff, cutting down on your 
workload. 

As you take a step in snowshoes, 
your toe does all the lifting, As you

One of her first 
stops was the lounge to visit 
Moore: "She remembered me all 
that time later," Jeffrey said. "It 
really made me feel good." 

Having just recorded his first 
album, entitled "From Stage & 
Screen," Moore gave Dickinson 
a copy. She recently wrote to 
him from California, telling him 
how much she liked it. "She 
can't take me home with her, 
but she has (the album). And 
she's in Hollywood, so who 
knows, maybe she'll pass it on."

The good-news, good-news has followed more good news 
back on October 30 when the Associated Press and national 
publications reported The Salvation Army is #1 in the hearts 
of givers in the United States. 

The Salvation Army raised more money in private contri- 
butions last year than any other charity in America, nearly 
$683 million. Second place American Red Cross raised near- 
ly $536 million. 

The reports came from the “Philanthropy 400” listing, the 
biweekly Chronicle of Philanthropy. 

“People have seen our need and have responded 
tremendously,” said Steve Capoccia, the Director of Public 
Relations in Boston and a coordinator for M.E. contribu- 
tions. ” 

“People have also seen our problem with the kettles at 
key malls and stores and recognize that a little more effort 
must be made,” he said. 

The MLE. effort also involves the Manger of service Ex- 
tension Joyce A. Jenney, a North Reading resident and area 
field representative Kim McGhee-Walford. 

Both have combined with the publishers of the M.E. pub- 
lications to make the annual. appeal through the pages of 
Middlesex East. 

Funds from the M.E. Santa go directly to M.E. com- 
munities, especially during the holiday period. However, 
The Salvation Army representatives note the need is year- 
round but that it's most critical in the holiday season and 
winter months. 

The Salvation Army started off the season on a bit of a 
downer with the word from several major malls and 
retailers the traditional kettles would not be allowed. The is- 
sue becomes a complex one, say those who barred the 
ketttles, especially one where one group is allowed and an- 
other gets turned away. So, a one-stop policy prevents all 
groups from collecting at a store or mall, even though a 
manger or store lessee might favor one over another. 

The Salvation Army, however, said the wide-spread 
publicity over the issue, along with groups like the M.E. 


Santa, have overcome a lot of the shortfall in the collection 
efforts. 

Capoccia also said that efforts are constant on the part of 
The Salvation Army to talk to recalcitrant mall and store 
chains to change their minds in the future, especially for the 
traditional Salvation Army bell ringers.
